~ But the automobile fs not so artistic as it was, and 
‘you dash into the park in this exhibit car, and go 
racing around on the broad drives. You may not be 
able to buy a go-cart, but if you are fairly well 
dressed and don’t look too honest, the demonstrater 
will take his chances on your circumstances, 

There is a line waiting for a ride when the car gets 
back to the Show. Most of these people live in apart- 


til they tear their transfers inte small fragments and 
walk home. 

At dinner time, almost any evening the Union beule- 
vard transfer corners look like one of Mrs. Mustain’s 
lonely parties. Introductions are unnecessary. The 
person who can say the most unkind things about 
Mr. Beggs’ United Railways is the hero or heroine ef 
the group. . 

At rare intervals, when the car does appear, it 
generally is found that most of the transfers have ex- 
pired. So the holders have to walk after all, unless 
they are too many or too big to be put off safely. 

The West End Business Men’s Association has ap- 
pointed a committee to ask Manager McCulloch to 
put another car, possibly two more, in service, on the 
line, and to eliminate the ‘“‘lay over’ at the southern 
end of the line, near Forest Park. 

Residents of the neighborhood which the line is 
supposed to serve say these requests are too radical. 
They favor asking something that there may ve a 
chance of getting, such as unlimited transfers and 
waiting rooms at transfer points. 

The conductor and motorman of the line also are 
displeased with the business men’s request. They Say 
life is dull enough now, without cutting out the 
penuchle game at the end of every trip, which is their 
chief source of enjoyment. 

They think it would be a good plan to Start a line 
of passenger autos or wagonettes to take people home 
who are weary of waiting for their car. They would 
not like to have another 
car put-.on, for then they

There has been a general decline of about % cents 
in automobile prices since the last Show. Almost 
anyone who sifts his ashes can have some sort of 
machine now. There is a fine and dady little run- 
about down as low as $500.

And here is where the trouble began and. end- 

ed. Kansas City was talked to death. When 
one Demosthenes took his seat, leaving a bad 
impression, another Cicero mounted the ros- 
trum and made matters worse. Finally a Pat- 
rick Henry in the person of Mr. Neff went to 
the rescue and when he had finished telling the 
brethren that no Republican except Theodore 
Roosevelt could carry Missouri, the committee 
made haste in a sort of panic to throw itself 
into the arms of Chicago and its rich young 
man. 
It tft a long way from Washington, D. C., 
to St. Louis and Kansas City, Mo., but most of 
the delegation which urged the claims of the 
last-named city are now at home, having had 
excellent opportunities for meditation on the 
road. What are thefr conclusions and what are 
ours? Simply these: Missouri politically is bet- 
ter equipped to persuade and to reason with 
Democrats than with Republicans. Missouri Re- 
publicans evidently are not always understood 
by thetr fellowes elsewhere, and, as for the Dem- 
ocrats, they are impossible, of course, as plead- 
ers before a Republican body. 

It is understood that no effort was made 
to secure the Democratic National Convention 
for either Missouri city, but we feel quite con- 
fident that if the orators who appeared before 
the Republicans at Washington the other day 
had repeated their speeches fn the presence of 


irresistible. 

When Missouri next invades the Sanhedrin of 
}Republicanism asking favors it must forget all 
about its record as a Democratic State and, 
above all, it must be clever enough in its Re- 
fyublicanisrr, apologetic though {t be, to promise a 
fatr field and no favors. 

Chicago gets the convention cecause it refused 
to talk. It will now proceed to deal as it 
pleases with the delegates and their friends and 
with the booms of the various candidates. It 
did not attempt to nominate Joe Cannon in 
Washington. It will do its best from this time 
forward to accomplish that end in Juna. 

From these facts we are to conclude that Re- 
publicanism in a Republican State differs radi- 
cally from Republicanism in a Democratic State. 
In Missouri Republicans are self-conscious and 
explanatory. In [Illinois they are wise as serpents 
and harmless as doves-—-until] they find things to 
their liking, and then they grab everything in 
sight. 
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NO TURKEY RAFFLES FOR ST. LOUIS. 

As the men at Police Headquarters who have 
the morals and the immortal s-uls of 750,000 St. 
Louisans in their keeping have decided that tur- 
key raffies are ungodly, corrupting, demoralizing 
and altogether shameless, a decree has gone forth 
that henceforward and forever they shall not be. 
lhe turkey raffle is a device of Satan for the snar- 
ing of men and as such it must Lass. 

This means, of course, ihat much of the gayety 
of the Christmas season in this devoted town will 
be eclipsed. The lights may burn, the bones may 
rattle and there may be wassail galore in the 
happier regions beyond the outer walls, but in St. 
Louis he who would make merry must find di- 
version in some cther and more decorous way. 

Fortunately, the last Thursday of November is 
past and so the festive Thanksgiving day turkey 
shoot cannot be interfered with this year. Our 
past, at least, is secure. What dark and gloomy 
fate the future may have in store for us no man 
mey know. Sufficient unto the day is the 
hypocrisy thereof. 


Yet if turkey reffles must be dispensed with in 
the interest of true religion and the muniments 
of the law, to say nothing of real piety and genu- 
ine sobriety, shall the demoralizing grab bag be 
permitted to work destruction in our midst? 

A turkey raffle may be a devilish game of 
chance, but the mellow individual who partici- 
pates therein gets something for his money—a 
turkey perchance and certainly something that 
warms the cockles of his heart and inspires him 
to venture another throw, but who ever got any- 
thing out of a grab bag? 

The Christmas grab bag is well calculated to 
deprive a man of his money and his self-esteem 
as well. He pays for a grab, and, if he be a 
bachelor, he draws a baby’s rattle or a teething 
ring. He is despoiled and ridiculed, both, where- 
as the savant of the turkey raffle who fails to 
connect finds sympathy and good cheer at least. 

The puritanical gentlemen at Police Headquar- 
ters do not often overlook an opportunity to insert 
their long noses into places where they might 
easily be spared, but they have conspicuously neg- 
lected the case of the seductive and vicious grab 
jbag. What can tt mean?

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THE PRIVATE SECRETARY SOARS. 

Although George B. Cortelyou fs not the first 
man to get into trouble by an attempt to secure 
his employer’s job, his recent performances are 
wholly in. keeping with his entire career. He has 
been the beneficiary of a most extraordinary 
series of promotions, and why should he halt 
with one great height unscaled? 

Mr. Cortelyou was bequeathed to the Repub- 
lican party by Mr. Cleveland, who found him a 
stenographer in the ‘treasury Department. He 
became a highly efficient executive clerk at the 
White House and was retained by Mr. McKin- 
ley, who presently made him his secretary. He 
served in the same capacity under Mr. Roosevelt, 
who later appointed him Secretary of Commerce 
and Labor, in which position he made an ac- 
quaintance with the corporate interests of the 
country which proved useful to him when, in 
104, he was elected to the chairmanship of the 
National Republican Committee. 

Since then Mr. Cortelyou has been Postmaster- 
General and Secretary of the Treasury, being one 
of the very few men to hold the last-named po- 
sition who had no acquaintance either with busi- 
ness or finance. Only 46 years of age, Mr. Cortel- 
you’s experience as a Cabinet cfucer enjoying 
the favor of Mr. Roosevelt has been almost as 
varied as his clerkships and private secretary- 
ships, and we need not wonder much that, 
finding no more worlds to conquer in the way of 
eppointive offices, he finally cast his eyes long- 
ingly upon the presidency. 

Here is where the servant awakened the ire of 
the master. Here is where we find proof that 
the relations heretofore existing between Presi- 
ent and Secretary were hardly .uose of equals. 
‘rv. Cortelyou enterea the Cabinet representing 
nothing in politics, with no known views on any 
subject, and perhaps without a political bias. He 
vas a machine product of civil services. going for- 
ward in a way upon merit and at length being 
pitchforked into several commanding positions 
merely through the favor of an employer and 
friend. Under the circumstances, as a@ Cabinet 
officer, he was another man’s man—evidently 
still a clerk. 


When a subordinate, even as in this case an 
efficient one and of good character, develops am- 
bitions of his own which do not harmonize with 
the views of his superiors, he must expect to be 
set down in the hall. Mr. Roosevelt’s candidate 
for the presidency is not Cortelyou, but Taft. 
Mr. Roosevelt has served notice upon his clerk 
that there is to be no further promotion for him. 
Mr. Cortelyou is to tarry at Jericho until his 
beard be grown. 

All things considered, the people will agree 
with the President in this matter. The road 
to the White House does not always Ile, but it 
ought to lie; along the paths frequented by the 
people themselves. A life spent in subordinate, 
though useful, service in Washington {s not the 
best preparatory school for the higher and 
weightier duties of the greatest elective’ office 
on earth. aS 

We should say that Mr. Roosevelt has dealt 
generously with his private secretary, perhaps 
too generously when the public interests at stake 
are taken into account, and that from now on 
until the close of this administration nothing 
will become Mr. Cortelyou so much as a contin- 
vation of his habitual industry, subserviency, 
secretiveness and silence.

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be no doubt about that. Chicago did not appear 
tv care much about it; it had only one repre- 
sentative, a rich young man, and it had no guar- 
antee fund, and, worst of all, it had no contri- 
oution for campaign purposes.

There were many orators in the Kansas City 
Celegation and they had the fleld to themselves. 
There were Neff, Warner, Akins, Bartholdt 
and others, every one a loyal Missourian and all 
carrying steam enough, it seemed, to walk 
away with The Hague conference, the Holy 
Synod of Russia or the balance of power in 
Furope, to say nothing of a mere itinerant po- 
litical convention. 

And here is where the trouble began and. end- 
ed. Kansas City was talked to death. When 
one Demosthenes took his seat, leaving a bad 
impression, another Cicero mounted the _ros- 
trum and made matters worse. Finally a Pat- 
rick Henry in the person of Mr. Neff went to 
the rescue and when he had finished telling the 
brethren that no Republican except Theodore 
Roosevelt could carry Missouri, the committee 
made haste in a sort of panic to throw itself 
into the arms of Chicago and its rich young 
man. 

It ts a long way from Washington, D. C., 
to St. Louls and Kansas City, Mo., but most of 
the delegation which urged the claims of the 
last-named city are now at home, having had 
excellent opportunities for meditation on the 
road. What are their conclusions and what are 
ours? Simply these: Missouri politically is bet- 
ter equipped to persuade and to reason with 
Democrats than with Republicans. Missouri Re- 
publicans evidently are not always understood 
by their fellows elsewhere, and, as for the Dem- 
ocrats, they are impossible, of course, as plead- 
ers before a Republican body.

Although George B. Cortelyou fs not the first 
man to get into trouble by an attempt to secure 
his employer’s job, his recent performances are 
wholly in keeping with his entire career. He has 
been the beneficiary of a most extraordinary 
series of promotions, and why should he halt 
with one great height unscaled? 

Mr. Cortelyou was bequeathed to the Repub- 
lican party by Mr. Cleveland, who found him a 
stenographer in the ‘treasury Department. He 
became a highly efficient executive clerk at the 
White House and was retained by Mr. McKin- 
ley, who presently made him his secretary. He 
served in the same capacity under Mr. Roosevelt, 
who later appointed him Secretary of Commerce 
and Labor, in which position he made an ac- 
quaintance with the corporate interests. of the 
country which proved useful to him when, in 
1£04, he was elected to the chairmanship of the 
National Republican Committee.

were conspicuously absent from the 
statistics. For the first time in more 
than four months there was no death 
from typhoid -fever.

One Man Is Releascd. 

They overtook a stranger near the II- 
nois River, eight miles from Pleasant 
Cove, but he satisfactorily accounted for 
bimself and was allowed to go.

She Tells of Attack. 

Over the telephone she described the 
struggle to a Post-Dispatch reporter.

Cove unusually late—léaving there after 
5 o’clock. The neighborhood between 
the school and the home of William 
Groppel, with whom I board, is so 
thickly wooded that it was dark when I 
started on my way. . 

“A mile from the school—and about 
Lalf the distance to Mr. Groppel’s, there 
is a spring where I usually \stop to 
drink. It is a short distance from the 
road, in a thicket. * 

“T had just turned aside to go to 
the spring when & man leaped from 
the bushes and caught my left arm. I 
seized his right arm and we strug- 
gled. With his left hand he tried to 
grab my throat. I think he was try- 
ing to get hold of my neckchain, on 
which I wore my watch. As he put 
his hand to my neck, I noticed that 
the tirst and second fingers of his 
left hand were missing. 

“I struck him in the face with my 
fist so hard that he staggered back 
and rubbed his jaw avith his hand, 
He was a big man, too, more than 
six feet tall, I should say, but I was 
angry at the thought of his getting 
my watch and chain. 

“I struck him several other blows, 
but fright by this time was making 
me weak. I heard the creaking of a 
wagon and to scare the fellow I told 
him I would scream and that the 
driver of the wagon would come to 
help me, 

Takes Two Books. 

“That seemed to frighten him. He 
Srabbed again at my watch chain, 
but didn’t succeed in laying hold of 
it.

‘I know where you board 
and will get you later.’” 

Miss Healey says the man was

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Stupendous Tieup Threatenes 
If Unions Carry Out 
Threats. 








‘NEW YORK, Dec. 14.—It was learned 
today that the executive heads of 6 
railroads, including practically every 
system of importance in the United 
States east of the Mississippi, have de- 
cided not to grant demands made upon 
them some time ago by an association 
of all the unions of railway workers, 
with the exception of the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Engineers. 

That organization always has main- 
tained an independent position in labor 
disvutes. 

The decision of the railway presidents 
will not be announced formally until 
after Dec. 2. On that date it is pro- 
posed to hold a conference in this city 
of the executive heads of the 65 affected 
roads to work out the details of their 
decision and phrase its announcement to 
the leaders of the unions. 

Tieup Was Threatened. 

When the unions sent their demands to 
the various railways they made it known 
that a refusal to grant them would be 
followed by a complete tie-up of every 
railroad in the eastern half of the coun- 
try. 

Should the labor unions insist upon 
all their demands, the most stuyerdous 
eenflict between labor and the rallroads 
the countriy has ever seen would, ft 
is feared, ensue.

‘‘Mr. President,’’ he said, upon getting 
past Loeb, ‘“‘this is a former companion 
of yours in arms. My esteemed fellow 
citizen, sir, Dr. Stevens of Paris, Tex.” 

Recalling War Incidents. 

‘Stevens! Stevens!’’ the President 
fairly shricked. ‘““‘Why Ste-e-e-evens, I 
am delighted, by golly, to see-e-e you.” 

‘Do you remember the time we last

McAdow Charges Also That 
Miss Wilder Showed “‘Ama- 
zonian Strength.” 








MAKES WRITTEN REPORT 





Asserts ‘Glasses Were Knocked 
Ten Feet; She Denies 
She Struck Him. 





When Miss Clara Wilder, principal 


of three public schools in Maplewood, 
appears before the St. Louis County 
School Board to answer charges pre- 
ferred by J. L. McAdow, president of 


the St. Louis School Furnishing Co., 
who says she slapped him, she will have 
to be ready to show that she doesnt 
look like an enraged tigress and that 
she hasn’t got Amazonian strength. 

Mr. McAdow feels very much ag- 
grieved. In his official report to James 
Sutton, president of the board, he 
writes: 

‘Pursuant to order, I took a man and 
went to the Valley School Nov. 12 to 
put up the blackboard, and in the midst 
of the work a woman came down the 
stairs looking like an enraged tigress 
and ordered us to get out. 

“TI tnformed her we were employed to 
do the work, and that if she wanted us 
out she snould call an officer. She said 
she was an Officer, and shoved the 
blackboard toward the front door with 
Amazonian strength, jamming it against 
the scholars’ desks and damaging it, in 
spite of our efforts. Fortunately for 
her, she was protected by her sex. 

Glasses Flew 10 Feet. 

“She struck me in the face _ three 
times, knocking my eyeglasses 10 feet. 
She acted in an unladylike and. insult- 
ing manner. 

‘My man will make affidavits to the 
facts as herein stated.”’ 

Accompanying the report is a state- 
ment by Joseph Telgkamp, a workman, 
who was with McAdow when the en- 
counter occurred and who corroborates 
McAdow’s statement. 

Miss Wilder emphatically denied yes- 
terday that she slapped McAdow and 
says she is opposed to corporal punish- 
ment. 


Misa Wilder's Statement, 
Miss Wilder told a Post-Dispatch re- 


porter that on the morning of Nov. 12 
she was surprised to hear an unusual 
and unwonted resounding of saws and 
hammers re-echoing throughout the 
school rooms where the young Maple- 
wood idea was busily trying to learn its 
lessons. 

Complaints were made to her by teach- 
ers of the extraordinary noise which 
jarred the nerves and plastering of the 
entire building. In righteous and justi- 
flable agitation, Miss Wilder says, she 
cescended the stairs for the purpose of 
investigating the source of the commo- 
tien, and when she was within two steps 
of the bottom of the stairs that she said 
te Mr. McAdow, whom she recognized 
immediately, that the noise was disturb- 
ing the school and that it must cease. 

““Who are you?’”’ Miss Wilder says 
McAdow demanded of her in a most dis- 
courteous manner. 

“I happen to be In charge here,’’ Miss 
Wilder answered, and proceeded to give 
instructions as to the removal of the 
carpenter shop from the building. 

“I was in no manner opposed to the 
work being done at the proper time and 
in the proper manner,’’ Miss Wilder 
said, ‘“‘but I clearly recognized my duty 
to protect the school from such deafen- 
ing nolse. 

“A desk had been moved across the 
hall, directly in the way of the line of 
march when the children pass down the 
Stairs, the sliding doors had been thrown 
open and the piano stool had been car- 
ried from the piano, all of which was 
wholly unnecessary, as the work of 
placing the blackboard had\been planned 
previously and one particular part of 
the hall was to be used for the new 
room. 

Denies She Slapped. 

* “Because Mr. McAdow would not re- 
move his work as I suggested, I lifted 
the blackboard, which is paper, and 
shoved it toward the door. As I did so 
an ornament which I wear on a chain 
around my neck caught on Mr. Mc- 
Adow’'s sleeve and he told me he would 
bring a charge against me for assault. 

“Indeed, I did not ‘slap’ the man, He 
did not have his glasses on when I went 
downstairs, and he did not have them 
on when he was at work in the yard. 
I certainly did not knock them ‘10 feet 
away.’ 

“I did nothing except what I knew 
to be my duty toward the school in 
stopping the noise, and I shall abide by 
whatever action the board shall take. 
After the encounter which resulted tn 
the removal of the work to the yard. 
the blackboard was placed on the wal! 
in 20 minutes and the noise was not re- 
sumed. The fncident was insignificant 
and the charge that I ‘slapped’ Mr. Mce- 
Adow is ridiculous.”’

RUSSIAN WOM 
SENT TO Mh 
BY CZAR S COURT 


Social Democrats Sentenced 
Include Noblemen and 
Duma Members. 








ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 14.—Sentence 
was pronounced this afternoon upon the 
Social Democratic members of _ the 
lower house whose arrest was the in- 
direct cause ‘of the dissolution of the 
second duma. The punishment inflicted 
was unexpectedly heavy. 

Eight Deputies, including Annikin, An- 
nismoff, Dzhaparidze and Prince Tzare- 
eli, are condemned to five years’ labor 
in the mines and subsequent. deporta- 
tion’ to Siberia; nine others, including 
Batasheff, Bielouseoff and Kirtenko, are 
sent to the mines for four years and 
then will be deported. Ten Deputies 
are sent into perpetual exile in Siberia. 

Women Are Senicenced. 

The leader of the military organiza- 
tion, Sapanikek, and two women, Mme. 
Merozva and Mme. Subbotina, shared 
the heaviest sentence—five years in the 
mines and deportation—while six sol- 
diers who were accused of agitating 
among their comrades are given four 
years in the mines and deportation. 

Ten Deputies, who succeeded in prov- 
ing that they were not connected with 
the Socialist organization, were ac- 
quitted. Among the men condemned are 
three noblemen. Their senterftes must 
ve approved by the Emperor. 

The Deputies were accused of form- 
ing an organization, the aims of which 
were the overthrow of the existing Gov- 
ernment and the Constitution.

scope was reached. It is not likely 
the sub-committee will be ready to 
report on the bill until after the hol- 
idays. 

Men high in the world of finance 
will be given an opportunity to ap- 
pear before the committee to present 
their views on the proposed measure, 
Much time will be spent in both the 
House and Senate in considering the 
bill when reported and it is the oe 
of the members of the Banking ( Som- 
mittee that the finances of the coun- 
try will have so adjusted themselves 
by that time that there will be no 
necessity for legislation looking to 
the correction of present conditions.

It was announced at Washington yes- 
terday that Mr. Wyman’s name will be 
sent to the Senate tomorrow by the 
President. Mr. Wyman was opposed 
net only by Chairman Howe and the 
local party organization, but by the 
State organization, all three St. Louis 
congressmen and the Republican United 
States Senator from Missouri. The only 
rarty body favoring Wyman was the 
Twenty-eighth Ward Republican Club, 
of which Louis P. Aloe is a leader. 

They Have Uther Troubles. 

It happens that Mr. Howe and many 
of his friends who united in opposing 
Wyman now have a 4Ilife-and-death 
struggle on for State supremacy with 
another Republican faction, headed by 
Thomas K. Niedringhaus.. Mr. Niedring- 
haus wants to be national committee- 
man, while Hewe and his friends are 
credited with favoring Charles Nagel. 

“The whole fight is not what it is 
represented to be,’”’ Howe told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter last night. “It is a 
fight te capture the delegation from 
Missouri to the national convention. Mr. 
Wyman’s prospective reappointment will 
have nothing te do with it. 


Not Going to Quit Taft. 
“If Roosevelt were again a candidate 


it might be different. But he is for Mr. 
Taft. So are we. We are not going 
to change our position and our candi- 
date just because of Mr. Wyman’s ap- 
pointment. We are going to try te send 
a Taft delegation from Missouri. 

“It is Mr. Niedringhaus and his 
friends who are not for Taft.

These lines, each of 1000 feet, are the 
bases of every Calculation in the en- 
gineer’s giant mathematical toy. After 
drills had bored beneath the river’s bed 
threugh strata that had been making 
for 2000 years, and blunted themselves 
on bedrock of a glacial period, Mod- 
jeska tied these holes te a note book by 
his base lines. 
Some of the holes became pin points 
an the engineer’s chart of the river bot- 
tom. Each pin point meant te him the 
very center ef a solid foundation the 
Grills had found for the concrete piers 
en which the steel superstructure will 
rest. 
Modjeska pulled his drills out of the 
water, undismayed by the hurrying cur- 
rent that left no trace of where the 
searching steel had been. The loca- 
tions of the holes in the river bed, 
thanks to triangulation measurment af- 
forded by the base lines, were in his 
note beok. He put the book into his 
pocket, went back to Chicage, and, leck- 
ing the deor to an office den, built a 
vridge of figures. As far as he was cen- 
cerned, the bridge for the McKinley 
system already spanned the Mississippi 
when he opened the door. 

Centuries Undone in Month, 
He knew then, te an inch, how far the 
riers or legs of his bridge must sink 
beneath the river bed to selid rock. 
T'wenty borings, lasting two months, had 
shown him that fermatiens it had taken 
centuries to depesit he ceuld pass 
through in less than one menth. The 
longest bering, for plier D, was 74 feet 
below the river bettem. The drill went 
threugh ten feet of surface quicksand 
and mud, 30 feet of fine sand, 20 feet 
ef cearse sand a layer of gravel capping 
a limestone bedrock. 
The drill then plunged inte a crevasse 
cv fissure in the bedrock, to a depth of 
10 feet. Counting the heel of concrete 
that must be tamped into the fissure, 
this pier will rise 140: feet frem bed- 
reck, with 65 feet more of steel to the 
top ef the span. Trunks of subterranean 
trees were struck by ether drills at a 
cepth of % ang 35 feet below the bed. 
The steel could net penetrate the spongy 
wood and the borings were abandened. 

Modjeska returned to the [Illinois 
shore, at Venice, on Dec. 8 He brought 
out the notebook, set up his transit, 
took a sight of his base line, turned the 
telescope on a base line sight on the 
Missouri shore, got his angle across the 
water and found the hole In the river 
that meant pier 3, one of the big quartet 
of legs that will carry the bridge.

Work on the McKinley bridge, which will span the Mississippi River at 
the foot of Ferry street, midway between the Eads and Merchants’ bridges, 
is progressing so rapidly that Chief Engineer Ralph Modjeska feels confident 
in predicting that the $3,000,000 steel and stone structure will be thrown open 
for trolley and wagon trafic early in the spring of 1999. 
first pier now rests firmly on the river’s bed and a solid foundation of concrete

Guided by two base lines on either bank of the river;-Modjeska is rearing 


instrument on shore. There it was an- 
chered behind clumps of piling forming 
a fiying wedge, with the arrow-point up 
stream. The wedge is for the protec- 
tien of the caisson from ice flees and 
drift wood in the spring. Steel cables 


| attached to the caisson and piling were 


manipulated until a sight at the very 
center of the square box was adjudged 
by the transit on shore, to be directly 
over the hole in the river bed. The 
caisson was then held imovable by cable 
anchorage to another clump of piling in 
the rear. By a system of cross-cable 
anchorages, it was finally bound to the 
piling in a fixed position. 

The sides ef the caisson are being 
built up as it sinks from the constantly 
added weight of concrete. The tubing 
of the air shafts is carried upward at 
the ‘same time. When the caisson set- 
tles into the mud at the river bottom, 
it will be again adjusted by the instru- 
ment. The water is pumped from the 
air chamber at the bottom of the cais- 
son, workmen enter the chamber and be- 
gin removing the various strata through 
which it is sinking by reason of the 
concrete that is being packed around 
the air shafts leading up through the 
caisson to the surface. 

When bedrock is reached, the stone 
surface is cleaned and holes are drilled 
for the purpose of :eveling the fleor by 
blasting. The concussion from the blast 
is deadened by the air pressure. Work- 
men begin laying concrete on the floor 
and continue until they are crowded 
back into the air shaft the process be- 
ing carried on up the shaft, until nearly 
the entire caisson, both inside the air 
chamber and shafts and between the 
four walls and the shafts, is a solid 
mass of hardening stone, which forms 
the base of the pier. 

Much Limestone Required, 

Four hundred carloads ef Indiana 
limestone will be used in the construc- 
tion of the stone plers to be built on 
the concrete bases. The stone pliers face 
up and down stream with ends 
fashioned like the prow of an Atlantic 
liner, Offering small resistance to the 
rush and swirl of the current. The 
steel superstructure rests on the stone 
piers. The weight of each of the four 
main piers will be 7000 tons. 

Pier 4, the most easterly of the four, 
must be sunk 4 feet below the river 
bed, owing to the dip of the formation 
at that point. Pier 3 will go down 23 
feet below the bed; pier 2 will go # 
feet; pier 1, 28 feet, and pier C, on the 
Missouri side, 3% feet, owing to a fault 
in the strata. Five other piers to the 
east and west of the bridge ends will 
be sunk to bedrock. 

The weight of the three spans is esti- 
mated at 3000 tons. Each span is inde- 
pendent of the other one. A floor end 
of each span ts anchored firmly in the 
top of a pier; the other end is not se- 
cured, but rotates on a new system ef 
rollers designed by Mr. Modjeska In- 
stead of shot or ball rollers, which pre- 
sent a smaller convex surface for the 
bridge to rest upon, he will introduce 
one that nearly resembles the cross sec- 
tion of o standard T-rail, the upper and 
lower parts being symmetrical but bev- 
eled in order to permit the weight of 
the bridge to expand or contract four or 
five inches easily under natural condi- 
tions of heat and cold. These rollers

At high 
water the floor of the spans will clear 
the water by 60 feet. This distance to 
the water level will be 88 feet at the 
average low stage of the river. At low 
water the bridge will stand 103 feet 
above the river to the top of the spkns. 
Will Support Big Load, 

The bridge has been designed to sup- 
port a weight ef 5000 peunds to lineal 
feet of tracks, of which there will be 
two. The structure will support a con- 
centrated load of 50,000 peunds, an aver- 
age locomotive weight. Technically, the 
spans are khown as the “through 
bridge”’ in distinction to the “deck 
bridges,’”” which are the smaller spans 
carrying the approaches to the main 
bridge. 

The main bridge, that portion which 
actually crossed the river, is 2515 feet 
long, being carried over a stretch of wa- 
ter 2300 feet wide. The entire structure, 
including its approaches, will be 8000 
feet in length, the St. Louis approach 
alene measuring 3190 feet. It leaves the 
city grade at Ninth street, being ele- 
vated on steel stilts which afford an 
everhead crossing at Broadway and at 
Hall and Salisbury streets, where the 
approach curves to the northeast to 
escape a pewer house of the street car 
company. 

The incline up to this point will be 





ene and three-quarter feet to the mile. 
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From the interesection of Hall and 
Salisbury streets the approach becomes 
level, making an overhead crossing’ of 
the terminal grounds and the Burling- 
ten tracks to a point 600 feet east of 
the Burlington, where it strikes the 
main bridge. A grade of one and three- 
quarter feet is maintained to the cen- 
ter span, which is level. The same 
grades are repeated on the other side. 

Beginning at Broadway the course of 
tre bridge and approaches is a straight 
line to a point 700 feet from the river 
bank on the Illinois side, where it turns 
nertheast to Main street, Venice, strik- 
ing the city grade at that intersec- 
tion. 

Is Light, Strong Structure. 

The McKinley bridge, according to the 
enginneers, will be lighter than the 
Eads bridge and stronger than the 
Merchants’ bridge. The basic principle 
of censtruction was to get the great- 
est strength and durability out of the 
least expenditure; in other werds, te 
make it an economic structure. 

An idea of the traffic demands to 
be made upon it is obtained from the 
previsiens of the franchise, which ex- 
acts the passing of a train every half 
hour, although the officials say that’ if 
the cenditions call for a car every five 
minutes, that schdule will be main- 
tained. 

A feature ef the construction are the 
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cantilever roadways, which will be 
swung from the side trusses over the 
river, giving a suspended way for wag- 
ons and pedestrians. The width of the 
swinging ways will be 15 feet, mak- 
ing a total bridge width of 60 feet, with 
the 30 feet alloted to the trackage be- 
tween the cords of the spans. 

Another feature of constructien will 
be the concrete piling for the founda- 
tions of the approaches. A _ derrick 
operating an air-cushion hammer win 
drive the stone piles. The effect ef the 
blow is the same as that when a high- 
wayman stuns his victim with a sand- 
bag. None of the force of the blow 
is lost and the resistance which the ob- 
ject might offer if it .came into coen- 
tact with a hard hammer is missing.

REVISING CITY LAWS 





Meter Inspector to Protect 
Citizens Among Improve- 
ments Suggested. 





Attorney R. V. Gustin, who is revising 
the city ordinances of East St. Louis, 
has prepared an ordinance prohibiting 
the licensing of new saloons until the 
present number so diminish that there 
will be only one saloon for each 500 in- 
hab‘tants, 

East St.. Louis has now 330 galoons, 
and a population of 56,600. This gives it 
one saloon for each 170 residents. Uncer 


the new provision it would have on'y 112 
saloons. The ordinance provides that sa- 
loons having a license at the time of 
the passage of the ordinance may renew 
their licenses, but the permits cannot be 
transferred to new owners. 

In city blocks where two-thirds of the 
buildings are residences, a_ petition 
signed y a majority of the residents of 
the block must accompany the V5 gin 
tion for a license. In addition, the ap- 
Plicant must furnish a certificate of 
g00d moral character, a bond to the 
city for $1000 and a State bond for $30.0.

Revision Nearly Finished. 

The ordinance revision is almost com- 
plete, and this week Mayor Cook, City 
Attorney Joyce, Special Counsel Keefe 
and Mr. Gustin will meet to complete 
minor details. It is thought-the new set 
of ordinances can be completed for 
presentation to the City Counsel within 
two weeks.

Since 188, when the population was 
about 12,000. The city has outgrown the

Ounci!l has appropriated $1000 for a new 
book of rules. 

In the new code a meter inspector is 
ag gn for. Any resident believing that 

is not getting a fair deal from his 
as, water or electricity meter may 
ave it inspected, and if it is found in- 
accurate the company owning it will be 
required to pay the inspection fee of 
$2.50. If it is running correctly, the per- 
son demanding the inspection must pay 
the fee. 

No excavations will be allowed in the 
streets for more than two blocks at one 
time. The houses in East St. Louis wil! 
also have to be numbered. Any owner 
who allows his house to remain number- 
less will be subject to a fine of $5 for 
each 30 days. 

Gaudy canvas signs covering the front 
of places of business and part of the 
Street must go. Rills and posters wil! 
be allowed only on licensed bill boards. 
Obscene or suggestive posters will sub-

EMPRESS OF GERMANY WORE 
JEWELS-WORTH $1,250,000 
AT AN ENGLISH BANQUET 


Kaiser’s Wife Took Her Most Val- 
ued Gems With Her on Fa- 
mous Visiting Tour. 
LONDON, Dec. 14-—The Kaiser and 
Empress, before their return home, sent 
back to Berlin the many jewels they 
brought to London for their of- 
ficial visit, including the Em- 
press’ famous ropes and ornaments of 
matchless pearls. At the State ban- 
quet she presented a vision of splendor 
which justified in a double sense the 
compliment the Kaiser once paid her 
when he referred to her as ‘“‘the jewel 

that sheds luster by my side.” 

The Empress’ magnif.cent diamonds, 
which she wore on the principal occa- 
sions at court, are valued at $1,250,000. 
Most of them are heirlooms of the 
Prussian Crown, and can only be worn 
by a reigning queen. 

The value of the diamonds which are 
the Kalserin’s private property 
amounts to over $600,000. The greater 
number of them were left to her by 
the Empress Augusta, who specially be- 
queathed to her granddaughter several 
dazzling necklets and parures, 

The principal ornament of her dia- 
dom is a diamond as large as a cherry, 
on each side of which are set from 30 


to 40 extremely fine stones. .When the 
iSmpress appeared recently at a grand 
ball the court jeweler calculated that 
her train was beset with diamonds 
worth $30,000, while her dancing shoes 
were valued at $2500.

ROME, Dec. 14.—Although Queen is 
now the mother of a good-sized family, 
three girls and a boy, she seems to en- 
joy preparing the most elaborate lay- 
ettes for each new arrival. 

The wardrobe for the latest little 
daughter, Princess Giovanna, born Nov. 
18, is even more elaborate than the one 
made for the first child, whom the 
whole nation devoutly prayed might be 


a son and heir, but who bears the name 
of Princess Yolanda. 

Many cf the little garments were 
made by the Queen herself, who is an 
expert needlewoman, like several other 
European queens. She designed the em- 
broidery and the monograms’ which 
mark each piece in the layette. The 
crown is always in. the monogram. 
Sometimes it is embroidered on the hem 
of the little dress or petticoat, some- 
times under the coat collar and in other 
inconspicuous places. 

Made “Presentation’’ Pillow. 

Queen Helena also made the soft, ex- 
quisite pillow on which the babe was 
placed, soon after birth, and presented 
by the ministers to the members of 
the court. According to law the mip- 
isters must become sponsors to the na- 
tion that the child is really royal and 
not a strong plebelan smuggled in.- to 
take the place of a puny royal infant. 
This pillow was fashioned so that the 
babe could be slipped cozily into the 
case and tied in. It had a white satin 
cover under a slip of sheerest linen and 
Valenciennes lace, and the babe’s head 
rested against an embroidered design of 
the crown and a dove carrying in its 
bill an olive branch, the symbol of 
peace. 

The babe was baptized eight days 
after birth in the private chapel of the 
Quirinal, wearing the baptismal robes 
which have been In the house of Savoy 
for generations. They are splendid cre- 
atfons of lace and embroidery. Dow- 
ager Queen Margherita’s laces, which 
attracted so much attention at the 
World’s Fair at Chicago, include no 
handsomer piece than thosé used on 
these robes. 

Emblematic Floral Decorations. 

Queen Margherita followed her usual 
custom in having many of the garments 
in the layette embroidered, putting up- 
on them the edelweiss, the flower of the 
house of Savoy, and numerous de- 
signs of her personal flower, the Mar- 
guerite daisy, which the Italians love 
so well. She has given her new grand- 
daughter a solid gold toilet set,. made 
with the greatest secrecy and safely 
stowed away in the palace before the 
public knew of its existence. 

The new babe will live in the nursery 
prepared for the first child, the histor- 
ical apartment in the Quirinal occupied 
by Emperor William of Germany when 
he visited Italy. it is in the Quirinal 
proper and communicates with the 
Queen’s apartments by a flight of four 
steps down. The King and Queen do 
not live in the Quirinal proper, but in 
an addition built shortly before their 
marriage, there being an old supersti- 
tion in the house of Savoy that it Is 
unlucky for a son or a grandson to oc- 
cupy the rooms of a dead ruler of the 
house. 

Four Rooms in Nursery. 

The nursery consists of four rooms, 
with inlaid floors, white enameled walls 
and white enameled furniture. 

The head nurse is. an English woman, 
prim and sévere, but highly educated 
in everything relating to children. The 
real nurse is an Italian peasant. Both 
women must sleep in the babe's apart- 
ments. 

The little Princess will be rocked tin 
the cradle used by Queen Margherita 
for her father, a present from the city 
of Naples.

language that he must get eut of Aus- 
tria or stop plotting here to seize the 
throne of Portugal. 

Miguel has been trying to take ad- 
vantage of the upheaval in Portugal to 
press his claims. Unluckily for his 
hopes, he talked very indiscreetly to an 
interviewer and was foolish enough to 
give the reporter his personal card. 
When the interview was printed, the 
Emperor immediately Summoned the 
pretender, who resides at Chateau Sie- 
benstein, in Lower Austria, and is 
Colonel of an Austrian regiment of hus- 
sars. 

‘Threatened With Exile, 

The aged monarch told Miguel tliat he 
and his whole family will be put across 
the Austrian frontier if he attempts to 
conspire against the present King of 
Portugal. 

The Emperor does not love Miguel— 
always extravagant and dissipated—who 
was Crown Prince Rudolph’s companion 
at the mysterious tragedy at Meyerling, 
which almost broke the Emperor’s 
heart. Besides, the Emperor probably 
believes that the Braganza Prince's 
claim to the Portuguese ‘throne is un- 
founded. 

This Dom Miguel is the son of that 
Domt Miguel who, while regent in 1828, 
seized the throne of Portugal. He was 
deposed with the aid of Dom Pedro of 
Brazil and of Lord Napier of Magdala, 
in 1834, when he accepted as a solace an 
annual income of $75,000 and went into 
exile, promising never to return, and 
renouncing all claims to the throne. 

The present Dom Miguel has never ap- 
peared at court here since the Crown 
Prince’s romance was so tragically end- 
ed. He has six sisters, all of whom 
married wealthy royalties and who are 
freely drawing on their fortunes to fur- 
ther his present aspirations. The mém- 
bers of the family are loyal to each 
other under all circumstances. Its head 
talka of his sacrifices, but the real sacri- 
fices are being made by nis sisters and 
other relatives, who would beggar them-

Central American Peace Con- 
ference to Launch Seven 
, Treaties. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—The Central 
American Peace Conference practically 
concluded its labors today when it was 
announced that the delegation had 
agreed upon and was ready to sign 
Seven treaties. The most important 
step toward the preservation of peace 
in Central America consisted in the 
agreement of the treaty establishing a 
permanent court. The other treaties 
will be: 

One of extradition; one for the estab- 
lishment of a Central American Peda- 
gogical Institution, and for the establish- 
ment of an Interlational Central Ameri- 
can Bureau similar to the Bureau of 
Republics at Washington; 
financial convention, a treaty for the es- 
tablishment of better communication be- 
tween the countries and a general treaty 
uf peace and amity. On Friday the dgle- 
gates will formally sign these treaties. 

In the afternoon of the same day the 
conference will be dissolved and on 
Saturday night the delegates will give a 
dinner.to the Secretary of State, the 
Cabinet and others.

THE POPULATION AS 9,781,671 


Men Are in the Majority, Visit to 
2,333,087 Houses 
Shows. 


CHEMULPO, Korea, Dec. 14.—Koreans 
have been fend of regarding themselves 
as 2 nation of 20,090,000 souls, but the 
arst census of the country known to 
history, Which has just been completed, 
shows that in reality they do not total 
anything like that number. 

The census has been in progress for 
12 months. on the basis of a house-to- 
house visitation, and though the fig- 
yres do not pretenc to absolute accu- 
racy it is probable that they are not 
very far wrong. It is calculated that 
there are 2,932, 987 houses in Korea and 
9,781,671 inhabitants. 

With an aréa of 9,0) square miles, 
this gives a density of about 109 per- 
sons to the mile. It appears that men 
are in a majority, the proportion being 








117 men to 1 women. 


FRENCH DEATH RATE GROWS 
WHILE BIRTHS ARE REDUCED 


“Country Is Being Depopulated,” 
the Cry After Statistics 


Are Shown. 

PaniS, Dec. 14.—“France is being de- 
populated,” is the cry of the press as a 
result of the statistics of births and 
deaths for the last year, which have 
just been published. According to these 
figures there is an enermous increase tn 
death rate and a decrease in the 


birth rate. 
Le Matin says that if this centinues 


France will become depopulated very 
soon. There are districts in France in 
which last year saw 689 fewer births a 
month than in the previous years. In 
some cases the death rate has increased 
in districts to over 1000 a month more 
than the years previously. 

In order to show clearer what the sit- 
uation is, comparative statistics 
quoted. Among these are the following 
figures: 

Between the years 1901 and 196 the 
excess of births over deaths to 10,000 in- 
habitants in France was 18, in Germany 
149, in Austria 122, Hungary 110, Bel- 
gium 107, England 138, Holtand 155, Italy 
106, Norway 144. Sweden 108.

With high-pressure mains. in the 
streets it is practicable to send streams 
ef water 400 to 450 feet skyward—or far 
higher than any office building or spire 
in the city. 
New York, Brooklyn, Philadelphia and 
‘hicago have high-pressure systems in 
their commercial centers. Toronto has 
just completed a like system. In all 
those places the use of the. service 
has demonstrated it to be practical and 
economical. | 
In St. Louis the question of the kind 
and location of a pumping station has 
presented difficulties not encountered 
in other cities. " 
Two plans were considered. One to 
supply the system from an “intake’’ in 
the river between Market and Olive 
streets; the second to convey the wa- 
ter through a main from Bissell’s point. 
This method has the approval of Com- 
missioner Adkins and probably will be 
Adopted. The wide variation in the 
‘stage of the river at St. Louis—3%s 
to 40 feet—is regarded as excluding the 
other plan. 

Abolishes Police Substation, 
It is Commisstoner Adkins’ ~ recom- 
mendation that the old Chestnut Street 
Police Sub-station be transferred from 
the control of the Police Department 
to that of the Water Department, so 
as to provide a site for the pumping 
station of the high-pressure system. It 
is deemed more strategic and less cost- 
ly than any other ayailable location. 

The transfer could be made by charg- 
ing from $12,000 to $15,000 to the Water 
Department and crediting the same sum 
to the Police Department. 

Commissioner Adkins believes that the 
pumps—a battery in pairs—could best be 
driven by electricity, and that this 
pewer could be more cheaply pur- 
chased than generated by the city. The 
capacity of the pumps, working jointly, 
would be 10,000 gallons a minute for the 
maximum, or 2000 gallons a minute for 
each pair. This would give a maximum 
of 40 streams of 250 gallons a minute 
each. All the pumps, if kept in opera- 
tion for 24 hours at this rate, would ex- 
pel an amount of water equal to one- 
fifth that consumed by the entire city in 
the same period. 

Emergency switches would be provided 
so that at any moment current could be 
gbtined from any of the big power plants 
ef the eity—for example, the United 
Railways Co., the Union Electric Light 
and Power Co., or a municipal plant, if 
one should be built. 

Contemplates 36-Inch Main. 

If the main is laid from Bissell’s 

Point to the pumping station—as the 


in Third street and continue south of 
the station, where it will connect with 
the present arteries of distribution. _ 
This main will be at least 36 inches in 
diameter. The water flowing threugh it 
will be subjected to the same pressure 
as that given now. From the pumps 
there will extend one main and two 
auxiliary “feeders.” One of these aux- 
iliaries will go north on Second er Third 
street far enough to get beyond ‘the 
upper end of the railroad tunnel. The 
other will be laid south to Poplar street, 
and then turn west along the north edge 
of Mill Creek Valley to Eighteenth 
street. The principal ‘‘feeder’’ will be 
carried out Chestnut street to the west- 
ern limits of the district. That on the 
rorth side will be taken over Franklin 
avenue or Carr street to Eighteenth 
street. These feeders will be 20 inches 
in diameter. Lateral pipes about 12 
inches in diameter will run at right 
engles to the main feeders at inter- 
vals between Third and Eighteenth 
streets, except on Eighth, where the 


of “dead ends’’ necessary. This will 
subdivide the high-pressure district into 
four squares, ° 

From the main feeders there will ex- 
tend along each Street, both north and 
south, a pipe about eight inches in diam- 
eter, so that it will be possible to have 
a plug on every corner where streets 
intersect. Thus, for instance, a main 
running north on Broadway would sup- 
ply two plugs on the east side at the 
intersection of Olive street, while one 
running along Olive street would sup- 
ply two others on opposite corners, 

How System Would Work. 

The manner of operating the system 
would be something like this: A first 
alarm from some point in the high- 
pressure district sounds in the pumping 
station. The men in charge take their 


}posts at the pumps. If a second alarm 


is given they start, say two pairs of 
pumps. That is the work of an instant, 
involving only the turning of a switch. 
At once the pressure increases through- 
out the district. Ina minute it is suffi- 
clently powerful to throw a dozen 
streams 400 feet skyward. The firemen 
drive to the fire in their Rose wagons, 
attach their lines directly to the plugs, 
carry them aloft or stand in the street 
and hurl tons of water onto the blaze. 

As the fire grows and threatens new 
disasters the number of pumps brought 
Into action is correspondingly augment- 
ed There are plugs on every corner, 
and, in certain blocks, at even more 
frequent intervals. Forty lines of hose 
eould be served from the high-pressure 
system, while, if the fire assumed the 


jextent of a conflagration, the low-press- 


ure system, by means of engines, could 
be used as an auxiliary, 

When the fire had been extinguished 
the pumps could be stopped. With their

JEFFERSONVILLE, Ind., Dec. 14.— 
Dame Fortune smiled at an inopportune 
time on Roy Williams, aged 20, of In- 
dianapolis, who, until yesterday, was 
serving a term in the reformatory here. 

Williams was one of the heirs to the 
estate of his grandfather, who died in 
Morgan County. It was settled recently 
and the news that he was to share in 
the money, it is thought, prompted him 
in making his sensational escape from 
the prison yesterday afternoon. The of- 
ficilals said they were told that Roy 
would receive about $7000. 

When the prisoners were taken from 
their cells to the dining-room in the re- 


ing it was noticed by the guards that 
Williams was not in line. The authori- 
ties found that the prisoner had broken 
into a storeroom, where a quantity of 
rope was stored. He improvised a lad- 
der by knotting the rope and got out 
into the yard without being seen. He 
used the ladder in scaling the high 
wall. It was dark at the time and none 
of the outside guards saw him leave. 

No trace has been found of Williams. 
The authorities are, however, congrat- 
ulating themselves that only one man 
got away, as they have evidence that 
there was a pilot.

Davis's Boer gold, and to 
be owned by him. 

‘*But,”’ says Mr. Davis, ‘‘the only Boer 
gold I ever saw is this piece hanging 
upon my watchcharm. It is the first 
soverign coined by the Boer republic 
and was given me by President Kruger. 


Missing Several Years. 

, For several years the whereabouts of 
Webster Davis has been a mystery to 
the politicians of Missouri. They knew 
he went to New York five years ago 
and that he became the c“ficial ora- 
tor for the Tammany organization 
there. And then he dropped out of 
sight and ‘“‘What’s become of Web- 
Davis?’’ became as unanswerable a qve- 
ry as “Who struck Billy Patterson?” 

Davis answers the question himself 
in this way: “I’ve been traveling with 
my mother, in search of hea'th, contert- 
ment and rest for her. We have trav- 
eled together through all of the United 
States, Canada and Mexico. We spent 
a happy summer together in Canada, 
a happy winter in Mexico, nearly a 
year in Seattle, and at last she tired ef 
it and wished to come back to old Mis- 
eouri to end her days. So here we are 
in St. Louis to stay. Mother is in her 
seventieth year, and her health is bet- 
ter now than it has been since we 
started away. Our home is at 4948 Page 
avenue.’”’ 

Paying Debt to Mother. 

Mr. Davis has given his whole hfe to 
the care of his mother. 

“When I was a boy we were despcr- 
ately poor,’ he says. ‘“‘We lived in Gal- 
latin, Mo. When I was big enough, I 
went to school in Lake Forest, Ill, and 
lighted the street lamps to pay my way 
through. The second year I was too 
poor to go back, and I said to mother 
that I guessed I would give up the Idea 
of getting an education. She decided 
that we would go to Lawrence, Kan., 
and she would keep boarders to pay my 
way throvgh the university there. 

“We did that, and I went to school 
and did alj the housework, because 
mother’s health was too peor for her 
to do it. I made up my mind then 
that if ever I got hold of money enough 
I would make it easy for mother, and 
that’s what I’ve been doing ever since 
then. Wow she 1s contented here and I 
am going to work.” 

“What will you do?” he was asked. 

“ft will go upon the lecture platform. 
I made $16,000 in one year at that and I 
like the work. I had to give it up be- 
cause I could not fill lecture engage- 
ments and travel with mother, too. She 
had to be waited. on constantly and 
there was no one to do it but me.’ 

Never Was a Democrat. 

“Are you back into the Republican 
fold again?” 

“Yes. I never was a Democrat. I sup- 
ported Bryan because the Democratic 
platform had a Boer plank and I was 
devoting my life sincerely then to the 
Boer cause and for their sakes I sac- 
rificed my political aspirations and 
chances. 

“When the Boer cause lost, I was 
ready to come back to the Republican 
party and there I shall stay. I re- 
fused to stump the country for Parker 


lagainst Roosevelt. Rogsevelt, you know, 


did exactly in the Russo-Jap War what 
I asked the Republicans to do in the 


Boer-English War.”

Coarse Grains Strong, Cash De- 
mand Slow—Export Situaation 
Still Unimproved. 





With the unsettled, irregular and ren- 
erally easy stock market and the higher 
money rates acting as a most effective 
damper on trade and with the general 
news of a colorless and rather de- 
pressing nature, the local wheat market 
dragged along in a tiresome manner all 
last week, prices being confined to a 
very small range, and generally ruling 
dull and wemk. There were practically 
no developments. in the situation, but a 
sharp upturn occurred on Saturday, and 
the close showed a slight gain for the 
active option. 


Export Situation Unimproved, 


Trading was confined almost entirely 
to the May delivery and quotations on 
the other options were frequently merely 
nominal, Europeans are reported to be 
having troubles of their own regarding 
the monetary situation, and  corse- 
quently their replies to offerings of 
American export wheat were far out 
of line, with practically no dids being 
gent. There was very little wheat booked 
tor export, the coast, the Northwest and 
the gulf being almost idle ih this line 
and the flour business was also dull. Oa 
one day, Thursday, there was a picking 
up in the forelgn demand, but this did 
not last, the inquiry on the last two 
days being very poor. 

Northwestern Stocks Small, 

‘Navigation at Duhith hag closed and 
stocks both there and at Minneapolis [M 
are unusually small for this time of the 
year, but supplies are steadily piling up, 
ax the spring wheat movement is very 
lL. beral, 
s‘ow and shipments rather small. 
ferings from farmers in the anes 
wneit delt are also increvsing, and 
though the movement to the leca! mar- 
ket is still rather light, the primary re- 
ceipts were . considerably more than 
those of a year ago. Canada has prac- 
tically ceased to export wheat for the 
seuson and sent some serious reports of 
a large reduction tn the acreage, but 
arrivals at Winnipeg continue large. The 
spring wheat received in the Northwest, 
however, graded very unsatisfactory and 
considerable rather poor stuff is said to 
be contained, especially in the Duluth 
stocks. Minneapolis reported some 
frosted wheat among the arrivals. 


Acreage Somewhat Smalier, 
Some very cold weather was reported 

-he West and Northwest, which, 
however, did not interfere with the 
movement, and temperatures are get- 
ting down to a more seasonable level in 
the sSovthwest. Conditions in the win- 
ter belt were reported as favorable. 
The Government rerort, issued Monday, 
makes the condition of winter Wheat 
on Dec. 1, $1.1, compared with 94.1 on 
Dec. 1, 1906, and reports the acreage 
at 31,069,000, which is 696,000 acres less 
than last year. The crop is reported to 
be making good progress, and as yet 
there have been no complaints of “green 
bugs.”” More moisture is desirable in 
the Southwest, however. 

Advices from Argentine "were of a 
bearish character, good weather and 
prospects for a much larger crop than 
iurmeriv expectod being reported, and 
the market thero is weak, offerings of 
wheat from there at lower levels than 
America’s being free. Irdia is still 
rainless, and is still sending the most 
nitiful famine stories, and Broomhall 
states that this province will export 
practically no miore wheat this season. 
Australia reported improved conditions 
and the winter wheat crops of Europe 
have gotten a generally favorable stort. 

Foreign markets were uniformly 
weak early in the week, but on Friday 
and Saturday ruled strong. 

Except for the small world’s ship- 
ments, the news at the start favored 
the shorts, and prices sold down very 
slowly. A general, gradual downward 
movement lasted for several days, but 
on Wednesday the strong market on 
coarse grains caused a sharp upturn. 
‘hen the market again fell back into 
the narrow rut, and up to the latter 
part of the session prices moved slowly 
in fractional ranges.

HE mysterious “blue ray,” that substitute 
for cocaine and chloroform in anesthesia, 
is now being employed in St. Louis. 

Strange as it may. seem, thé blue ray was one 
of the first to be discovered and one of the very 
latest to be put to use. No ray has yet been 
found but that some use could be made of it. 
For many years the blue ray eluded all attempts 
to confine it, and make it helpful, and as a result 
science almost despaired of ever finding in it 
any useful properties. Year after year experi- 
ments were carried on tn a half-hearted hope that 
at last some new property would be discovered. 

A quarter of a century of experimenting en- 
abled scientists to develop it and put it to a use. 
As’a result, today it is being employed in St. 
Louis te effect cures, as were never dreamt of 
before. 3 

The invention of the therapeutic lamp has made 
the apptication of the blue ray easy and practical, 
and it is this lamp that is now being used in St. 
Louis. Dr. T. L. Wagener, in the [‘risco Build- 
ing, who handles the instrument, is an authority 
on the therapeutic lamp, and he himself uses it. 
One other physician in St. Louis, who has made 
a specialty of electricity in medicine and of light 
cures, is successfully operating the therapeiitic 
lamp. 

The therapeutic lamp is shaped like a bell, 
being more than a foot across the cup, and a foot 
and a half ™ height. It is swung on a pulley 
and balanced by weights. A wooden handle on 
the side is used to guide it, and to lower and 
raise it. ” 

An electric current is used for light, with a 
large platinum wire, instead of an arc for the 
source of light. Reflecto . are so arranged that 
the light falls over a wide area. The light waves

The blue ray has a multitude of uses. Any 
external disease can have the blue ray applied to 
it with benefit. This list includes career, eczema. 
bacterial baldness, erysipelas and boils. The treat- 
ment is very simple. Two or three times a week, 
as needed; the patient comes w the devior. The 
physician seats the patient, turns on the current 
and focuses the light on the ailing spot tor four 
five minutes. Some of the diseases can thus be 
cured without the application of the § nife or of 
the scalpel at all. The combined lights do the 
work. 

If the spot is only to be anesthetized it can 
readily be done so, and thus prepared for the 
other operations necessary. 

The advantage of the blue ray as how applied 
in St. Louis is a great boon to humanity. It is 
the only known agent in the world to take the 
place of the drug anesthetic. A drug anesthetic 
is always harmful in a certain measure. For 
instance, if an operation is to be performed 
and cocaine is placed on the injured part of the 
body, the pain is deadened, until the effect of the 
knife is not felt, but the wound will not recover 
as quickly as it otherwise would, for the curative 
properties inherent to the flesh have been de- 
stroyed. The wound first must overcome the 
evils of the drug before it can begin healing. 

Some lamps are so constructed that the rays, 
before they reach the spot intended, must pags 
through a blue liquid. The advantage of this 
is that the heat rays are absorbed, and when first 
applied the acute burning sensation is not felt. 
And the blue rays, too, are made purer, as the 
blue liquid absorbs many of the ultra-red rays. 

Only three of the rays from the spectrum have 
any marked effect on the body. These are the 
blue, the violet and the ultra-red rays. Each use 
is distinctive, and each fills a new field in the 
rapidly advancing science of electro-therapeutics. 
The blue ray is the only known ray that has the 
property of producing anesthesia, and hence is 
doubly valuable. 

The blue ray is capable of destroying germs, 
and wherever a germ may be located, if the biue 
ray is turned upon it, its death fs almost certain. 

As in so many instances, the smallest and 
seemingly most important things in the world 
bring about the greatest results in the way of 
discoveries and f@ invention. The discovery of 
the different rays was all due to medica) men 
wondering why it was that pure sunlight would 
cure disease. As early a8 1859 Dr. Charcot, a 
French physician, gave the opinion that chemical 


a 


rays were the cause of sunstroke. He began ex- 
perimenting with the rays, and his belief was 
confirmed in 1862 by Dr. Bouchard. 

For many years, and for centuries, it was 
thought that white light, or direct sunlight, had 
but one ray—the white ray. When by a prism 
the light was broken up into spectrum, wonders 
had been accomplished, it was thought. And 
what was more, rude spectroscopes showed that 
white light was composed of unequal parts of 
eight different rays. 

This was held as merely an interesting phe- 
nomenon for many years, when someone asked if 
the rays were good for anything. Then it was 
remembered that the open sunlight was a help 
and a partial cure for some of the simpler dis- 
eases. It was pointed out that a swamp was foul 
and poisonous due entirely to the absence of sun- 
light, that if it was drained and the trees cleared 
away so that it could be flooded by sunlight that 
it soon became healthful, or at least lost its bale- 
ful properties. So the sunbath was prescribed for 
invalids, without any clear knowledge as to how 
or why sunlight was able to bring about cures. 

When it was discovered that sunlight was com- 
posed of many different rays, it was at once 
asked: “Are all these rays equally helpful in 
curing disease?” 

Experimentation: led to the fact’ that the rays 
had different properties, and that some were 
baneful, some meritorious, and for some no imme- 
diate use was found. 


Dr. Niels R. Finsen of Copenhagen is called the 
father of the light cure. To him belongs the 
honor of developing the light cure and pointing 
out just what diseases were susceptible to rays, 
and how the rays could be applied and for what 
length of time. 

Dr. Finsen soon found a use for the red rays 
and, in fact, for all of them except the blue ray. 
He applied the red ray to rheumatism, varioloid 
and smallpox. Some degree of success marked 
his efforts. But he was not able to fathom the 
mystery of the blue ray. 

There was the blue ray, as strong as any of 
them, as easily produced, seemingly without a 
single use in the world. 

Dr. Finsen invented a machine for gatherink 
and using the ultra-violet ray, which is distantly 
related to the blue ray. It was done through elec- 
tricity. No glass could be used, as the light was 
again broken up, and some of the ultra-violet 
rays destroyed. So quartz was cut down to the 
thickness of glass and substituted. The plan was 
successful and the ultra-violet ray was put to 
work by using it on cases of lupus. 

In Denmark, the home of Drs Finsen, lupus, 
which is a kind of consumption that attacks the 
face and hands, and eats its way like a cencer, 
was cured by the use of the ray. The medical 
world was astounded when it was announced that 
this Danish physician had found a cure for the 
dread lupus vulgaris. In that climate it was the 
most feared of all the diseases. 


The 
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Fut still the blue ray was without a use. It 
could be gathered easily enough, and seemed pow- 
erful enough, but something was lacking, some 
property yas yet undiscovered, and as a result 
the ray was the greatest mystery in the miedicat 
it that the blue ray could notive 
find an answer to this medical rebus. " 

And then Dr. Finsen discovered that the cause 
of it all was that the blue ray would not alone 
penetrate. All the other rays had thé power of 
penetration, but the blue ray of itself had not the 
ability to penetrate the slightest tissue. It had 
an effect on the outside of a tissue, but it would 
not sink to any depth at all. At the same time it 
was discovered that it had the power of an 
anesthetic. But since it could anesthetize only 
the barest surface its power was of no avail. 

How then to make it carry Into tissue was the 
question that next had to be met. and answered. 
It was known that the red and ultra-red rays had 
great carrying power, and so combining them 
was tried. The plan was successful; the other 
rays would carry the blue ray inside. the tissue, 
and then the blue ray would anesthetize. .

In this way there are always to be seen in 
certains periodicals advertisements putting forth 
that someone, for example,"has a stock of worka- 
ble original plots for either short stories or nov- 
els, and will sell them to a Mterary man by ai- 
rangement. There are even people who live by 
sending for a few dollars a printed list or orig- 
inal book titles. It might at first thouzht seem a 
somewhat doubtful action on the part of the 
literary buyer to publish such plets or tides as 
his own original talent, but it is pureiy a matter 
of dovetailing talent which may result in some- 
thing that the public would otherwise never en- 
joy. If any case, it is not the plot alone nowa- 
days which constitutes the book. 

In the literary direction, indeed, there is a good 
deal of brain buying done. Fresh ideas or themes 
are by nO means easy to invent in these days, 
and if a writer invariably waits for one to sug- 
gest itself he might, to use a slang term, have 
to “shut up shop.” Especially is this the case 
with the army of obscure litterateurs who write to 
order, and are expected to turn out o readable 
story or novelette every week. That plenty of 
euch writers are only tao glad to avail themselves 


of other meople’s brains in this way is prowyed by 
the fact that hundreds of people, with no thats 
ahitity of their own, can make a fair living by 
neocting and selling plots. One man for yeais 
bas earned $10 to $15 a weex by such means. 

“Sone-writer’s ghosts,” again, form a_recog- 
nized profession—in some cases a very lucrative 
one. 

Many music-hall ditties in England, for in- 
stance, are published as written by the persons 
who sing them and render them popular; but, as 
most people are aware, this is, from firs: to last, 
merely a matter of buying and using other peo- 
ple’s brains. Many of the ostensible authors have 
really had no hand in the writing of their songs; 
while, on the other hand, the real authors are not 
able to sing them; and so the arrangement might 
be said to cut happily both ways. 

Of course, there are a number of writers of 
inusic-hall songs who cam command credit. for 
their productions; but the majority are mere 
shadows so far as the public is concerned. The 
artiste pays the price they ask for their brains, 
and from that moment claims the originality of 
the idea as a matter of business. When it is 
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taken into consideration that every p°ominent | 
music-hall singer receives scores of such offe s of 
ideas, every week, it becomes obvious tha: a large 
number of people must exist by loaning their 
brains in this connection alone. 

Nowadays, in short, there are brains “to let’’ 
in almost every groove. Half the patents that 
are applied for represent the brains of obscure | 
people who are engaged in concocting novel ics 
which are bought up by and credited to others 
who have the means of putting them on the ' 
market. Again, there is scarcely a prominent 
playwright who does not regularly receive cheap 
offers of stage plots, which he could, if he chose. 
buy and adapt to his requirements. 

In this last instance, it is a striking and amus- 
ing fact’ although one not generally known, that 
some years bact 4 dramatist, who enjoved the 
credit of writing several successfal plays. was 
compelled, in a lawsuit, to admit that he had pur- 
chased all but one or two from & man of whose 
existence the public had never heard.

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THEY ASKED FOR A REDUCTION IN WAGES! © 


HERE is a general nelief that without ex- 
ception working people ‘desi.e above all 
things to have their wages increased, and 

many would possibly not credit the assertion 
that there are several instances on record where 
the wage earner has actually asked that his sal- 
ary be reduced. One case of the kin1d of recent 
date occurred at Paterson, where, at a meeting 
of the Tar Roofers’ Union, the members voted on 
& proposition to reduce thelr own pay 25 cents 
a day, to conform with the price paid to roofers 
in New York and other cities near by. When 
the votes were counted it was found that the 
majority of the roofers had voted in favor of 
the reduction, «ad the new scale of wages came 
into effect almost immediately afterwards. Tifis 
was the first time in the history of the local 
Puilding Trades Council that a union voted to 
reduce wages. 

But if unions are not very quick“ suggest a 
reduction of wages, the same cannot be said of 
private firms. Four years ago a4 large saddlery 
business in Expland became somewba' embar- 
rassed, and it appeared almost inevitcble that 
the concern should be wound up. The head of 
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the firm called a meeting. at which wer, present 
not only the heads -f the different d+partments, 
but many of the workpeople as wij. A state- 
ment had been prepared, end this was read at 
the meeting, the senior partner frankly taking 
all his servants into his confidence. Everyone 
was consulted es to the best thing to 4e done 
under the circumstances. One man—nor a “head,” 
but a cutter from the bench—suggested that the 
firm should proceed on the same lines that it had 
been following, with the exception that everyone 
should have a reduction in his wages until better 
times ame. He felt sure that each and every one 
would work with increased ardor, ani that soon 
they would be back on the old footing 

This suggestion found favor with all, 
and the head of the firm—a man of 76—with tears 
in his eyes thanked his men for the confidence 
they had in him and dezlared that he would make 
it up to them ‘efore he was 2 year older. The 
result was as everyone had hoped end anticipated.

He was a real aris- 
tocrat himself, be- 
ing the impecuni- 
ous younger son of 
an old family, with 
an endless pedigree 
and little money. 
Five yearS ago, he 
eloped with and married Lady Muriel Suffield, 
daughter of Lord and Lady Suffield. 

They did not live long together, but she is yet 
his wife, and her father and mother, Lord and 
Lady Suffield, were to do the “introducing” of 
all the Americans he sent over to them. They 
deny that this is true. They say that Spaulding 
is a swindler. But one thing is sure, Lord and 
Lady Suffield are upon most intimate terms with 
King Edward ViI and his family. 

Lord Suffield was a lord-in-waiting to Queen 
Victoria, was lord of the bedckhamber to the 
present King when he was the Prince of Wales, 
and is now permanent lord-in-waiting and aide- 
de-camp to His Royal Highness. His wife, Lady 
Cecelia. Annetta, is a lady of the bedchamber to 
Queen Alexandra. Charles, the eldest son, was 
groom-in-waiting to Queen Victoria, who stood 
sponser for him. Judith, a daughter of the Baron, 
was maid of honor in ordinary to Queen Vic- 
toria. 

Spaulding says of his scheme.

Why, even Lord and 
Lady Suffield, who hate me because of their 
daughter’s mesalliance, were willing to lend them- 
selves to the scheme—especially when one Pitts- 
burger offered $500,000 for his individual social. 
cempaign. It’s all nipped in tu.e bud now, I sup- 
pose.” 


Spaulding Cast His Lines. 


Spaulding began his campaign in Pittsburg by 
engaged the finest suite of rooms in the best 
hotel there. He then sent to 500 of the riches: 
families in Pittsburg and near»y towns the fol- 
lowing letter, aadressed in each instance to the 
rich man’s wife or daughter: 


“Dear Madam: I! beg to inform you that I am 
making a tour of the country arianzing with 
those who are desirous of being introduced into 
London society or at court. I am also thoroughly 
versed with all matters of finance in England and 
on the Continent. I shall deem it a favor if 
you will be good enough to advise me if you are 
interested in ai.y of the above-mentioned matters. 
If so, I shall be pleased to call and convey any 
particulars you may desire. I make no charge in 
any way, my remuneration to be determined hy 
the demands mude upon my influence, Very truly 
yours, REGINALD SPAULDING.” 

Spaulding received 300 answers to these letters 
from men and women who were willing to pay a 
price tor introductions to English society. 
Spauldiag’s scheme was spoiled ty a busincss 





man whose wife had received one of these lette!s. 
She showed tne letter to her husband and begged 


him to give her the $10,000 demarided by Spauld- 


ing as the price of his introduction of her and 
her two daughters into the exclusive circles of 
British society. 

The husband had no such social aspirations 
and he turned the letter over to the Pittsburg 
police. The officers of the law scented a swindle 
in it and they crrested Spaulding. In the wait- 
ing room of his apartments when he was ar- 
rested were a dozen rich men and their wives, 
waiting to arrange wi'th Spaulding for their trips 
abroad and their meetings with foreign aristocra- 
cy. Thé police took the 300 letters from rich men 
and women and returned *hem to tne senders. 

The following letter, from a wealthy woman 
whose name is well Known in Pittsburg society, 
is typical of all of them: 

She Was in a Hurry. 

“Dear Sir: In answer to your .communica- 
tion of recent date, will say I will be pleased to 
meet you at any time to talk over the matter re- 
Would li! e to arrange the matter as 
We could arrange to sail in 
Jenuary, or sooner if necessary. Myself and two 
daughters would form the party. As to the re- 
muneration you shall receive, will say that any 
1easonable demand you might make would be 
cheerfully satisfied.” 

Another letter, from the wife of a rich steel 
marufac urer, wes es follows: 

“If you can do what you say in your letter you 
cen do, I would be willing to pay you almost any 
price you may as‘. For a icng time my heart 
bas been set upon being presented at the court in 
Lordon, but I am not sufficiently well acquainted 
there, having only been abroad once. My daugh- 
ter, whose picture I inclose, is bent upon marry- 
ing a titled foreigner. If you could arrange that 
I should be willing to pay an agreed price, based 
upon the prestige of the title. I should be pleased 
to have you call and talk: the matter over.” 

Another letter was from a wealthy widow with 
two daughters. Spaulding had written her that 
for $10,000 and expenses, he would take her and 
“er two daughters to London and present them 
at court. * 

This widow is rather illiterate and she seems 
tc know little of social usages, but she is worth 
$3,000,000 and she has social aspirations. Her let- 
ter to Spaulding shows that she has a love of 
high-sounding titles: 

‘‘My Daughters Are Marriageable.’’ 

“Dear Mr. Spaulding: 1 accept your proposi- 
tion to present me and my daughters (two) at 
the court of Edward 7th, King of Great Britain 
and Ireland, Emperor of India, and also his 
wife, Queen of Great Britain and Ireland and 
Empress of India, for which I agree to pay you 
$10,000. Now, Mr. Spaulding, I want to say 
further that my two daughters are of a mar- 
riageable age and if you succeed in bringing about 
the marriage of one or both of them to titled 
aristocrats I would be willing to pay well for 
aforesaid se~vices. I could fix the price with 
you if you w::: call. We could fix a sliding scale 
of prices, |. agreeable to you, the higher the title 
the more pay. I want to impress upon you the 
necessity of keeping this thing secret, as I don’t 
care to be placed in the light of paying men to 
marry my daughters.”’ 

The police ‘earned that one millionaire was to 
pay an incredible sum for the presentation of 
himself and wife at court and into West End 
society. Another was to pay $00,000 for the pre- 
sentation of his wife end daughter. The police 
figured up that if Spaulding had gone on unmo- 
lested and had collected all the money promised 
him he would have made upwards of a million 
collars in Pittsburg. 

Spaulding inserted in the Pittsburg papers this 
advertisement: 

“Wanted—Young man, with $200 or $500, for 
position of trust: must he neat and prepared for 
foreign travel with emplover.”’ 

He received a great many letters in answer to 
this. To all of them he wrote that he was a mem- 
ber of. an aristocratic English family and that 
he wished to engage a man as secretary. The 
secretary must put up $500 for the place and 
must pay the expenses of both of them while 
traveling, and in return Spaulding would intro- 
duce him into the best titled society of Europe. 
Surprising as it may seem, yet it is a fact that 
several rich men were anxious to secure this 
position. 


‘“She Is Anxious to Go Abroad.’’ 

A millionaire of East Liberty, near Pittsburg, 
wrote the following letter to Spaulding in answer 
tc his proposal to take him and his wife abroad: 

“Dear Sir: 1. came home last evening and 
fa'ised it all over with my wife regarding the 
proposition you hed made to me, also fully ex- 
plained to her of my absence from home at dif- 
ferent times. She is perfectly willing for me to 
aceept, and seems anxious to go avroad. We 
shall meet you at the hotel at 3 o'clock Sunday,

An official of a large coal company wrote ne 
would take the place and give as much more than 
$500 as might be required. The teller of a bank at 
Loudenville, O., agreed to give $1500. There was 
another from an employe of the American Ex- 
rress Co., written on the stationery of that com- 
pany and under the address of 65 Broadway, New 
York City. 

When Spaulding was arrested he was indig- 
rant. He said: 

“IT can’t see for the life of me why you have ar- 
rested me. I came to America and to Pittsburg 
on a legitimate enterprise, which I am ‘ully able 


was spectacular. He served in the British Army 
in the Transvaal campaign against the Boers 
and there met Lady Muriel, daughter of Lord 
and Lady D'Arcy Suffield. She was serving as 
a volunteer Red Cross nurse. She fell in love 
with him. They ran away together, were mar- 
ried and lived upcn a ranch she bought in South 
Africa. In 1903 he and a few hundred armed men 
went upon an expedition into the African bush 
to found a kingdom there, but the Kaffir chief 
drove them off. He then became a card sharp, 
swindled a lot of persons in a diamond mine he 
pretended to own and was forced to fige from 
South Africa. He and his wife returned to Eng- 
land and there she left him. He had already 
becn discarded ty his family and he began a life 
of adventure and swindling. 
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to carry out. I have a great friend in Lady Suf- 
field. You may not know it, but she and her 
husband, Lord Suffield, have always been very 
close to King Edward. In fact they were mem- 
bers of his househo’d while he was still the 
Prince of Wales. . 

Career of the Society ‘‘ Tout.’’ 

“More than a year ago the Lady Suffield bor- 
rowed a sum of money from me. She has been 
unable to par it back since, and she told me that 
if I knew of any rich Americans who wanted to 
enter English society, or who wanted to be intro- 
duced at court, she would make the presentation, 
in lieu of the money she owed me, I to make out 
of it what I could. It was on this proposition 
that I came to Pittsburg.” 

Spaulding was sentenced to 30 days in the 
Workhouse. 

Spaulding came to America last summer and 
took a position in a large store in New York as 
an expert salesman of Oriental rugs. His salary 
was $200 a week, paid him because. of his knowl- 
edge of rugs and because of his fine air of good 
breeding. 

.“TIt was beastly vulgar work, doncherknow, but 
I stood it for a fortnight because I was low in 
cash,” he said. 

Next he arranged with the Park Commissioners 
of New York to put luxurious Morris chairs in 
the public parks and charge a fee for sitting in 
them. He tells of the failure of that scheme: 

“On the second day of my scheme the deuced 
common people, who pay the taxes that support 
the parks insisted on occupying the seats without 
paying. I had my bally bobbies, doncher know, to 
bounce ’em, but a New York paper came out and 
cuestioned my right to pre-empt the parks. Judge 
Fitzgerald, then recorder, gave an _ injunction 
against me and I lost every cent I had in the 
world.” ’

Jim Cole, the greatest ‘front door- 
man’”’ in the West, the best-known de- 
scendant of Ham in St. Louis. is 
he major domo of Missouri society. 

Definition of ~front doorman” as 
found in the society thesaurus’ The 
attendant who takes his position at 
the door through which the guests 
enter at an elaborate social function. 
whose cuty it is to open the door, 
welcome guests and to keep out the 
uninvited. 

The duties of a_ front doorman 
sound easy, and almost trivial, but 
from the fact that there is but one 
man in all St. Louis who can do 
them satisfactorily, it may be judged 
that it is pretty hard to acquire the 
techxique of an accomplished guard- 
er of the door to the socia: land. Jim 
has made a profession for himself and 
stands in it without a rival. 

For 35 vears Jim Cole has been the 
official major domo of many of the 
mo:* respected. families in St. Louis.

How old is Jim Cole? This no one 
knows.

He 
now has a barber shop in Locust 
street; his outside work takes up so 
much of his time that he does little 
more than make his barber shop his 
office. 

Jim Cole has a neat little home at 
3957 Finney avenue, where he lives 
quietly with his wife and his young- 
est daughter, a g‘rl of 19. He has 
three daughters, one son and two 
grandchildren. One of his girls is an 
actress and is now playing with a 
Southern stock company. His wife 
was Virginia Cox, daughter of a rich 
~Outherner; she inherited some St.

Jim Cole is a member of the St. 
Louis Caterer Waiters’ Association, 
which he o-ganized.

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ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 1. 
IVE political prisoners, one of them a girl, 
Tr have escaped from the fortress of SS. 
Peter and Paul. This seemingly super- 
human feat has filled the city with amazement 
and political circles with apprehension, for no 
other prison is so secure, no other is so closely 
guarded, as this grim fortress on the banks of 
the Neva. 

How they managed to escape the cordons of 
police, gendarmes and warders; above all, how 
they made their way through the multitudinous 
doors and along the labyrinthian passages and 
corridors of the great prison, is a deep mystery. 
There 
must have been at least a score of officials of 


various grades assisting them, but although the 


most rigorous investigation has been pro- 
ceeding for more than a week, nothing has come 
to light to give the slightest indication of the 
persons who have betrayed their trust. 

The five prisoners were two brothers named 
Goloshtchanoff, the elder of whom had been an 
olficer in the Army of the Caucasus, the other 
a mining engineer in Moscow; a Moscow chen- 
ical siudent named Savin, a bank clerk named 
Gavriloff and a woman of 30 named Sasha Voro- 
bieffa, who had been a laundry maid. The broth- 
ers Goloshtchanoff are presumed to have ar- 
ranged and carried out the escape and to have 
spun the threads of connection with the prison 
officials who aided them. 

The story of these five persons is worth look- 
ing at. It goes back to those unruly days immedi-

Numerous letters from the elder Go- 
loshtchanoff and Sasha were found in their pos- 
session when they were arrested. 

As the St. Petersburg Revolutionary Committee 
was pressing for “deeds,” Sasha and one or two 
of her most trusted friends set about looking for 
a man of technical knowledge who could manu- 
facture bombs. After some searching they found 
him in the chemical student, Savin, a pale, hys- 
terical youth of the Tiflis Technical School: The 
readers of the Sunday Post-Dispatch can easily 
guess the rest.

The Buffalo's New ‘Hottie In 


HE great national game reserve in the Unit- 
ed States just opened in the Wichita 
Mountains in Southwest Oklahoma, west 

1 Lawton, is now the new home of the buffalo. 
Fifteen head of fine buffaio «beie hOW are the 
gift of the New York Zovivsicai Garden. 

The idea of a Southwestern national herd, 
founded by a gift from the New York Zoological 
Society, originated with Dr. William T. Horna- 
day, director of the Zoological Park, and from 
its earliest mention it was warmly indorsed hy 
the Executive Committee of the society. This 
offer was made to the Secretary of Agriculture, 
who at once accepted it and invited the society 
o select a site for the new fenced range that 
would be necessary. J. A. Loring, a special agent, 
was sent by the society to the Wichita Forest 
Reserve and, with the aid of E. F. Morrissey, 
the supervisor, made a careful examination of 
the whole available territory. He agreed upon a 
location containing 7680 acres and duly mapped 
it out. This was submitted by Mr. Loring to the 
society in an elaborate and thorough report, 
which was transmitted to the Agricultural De- 
partment and later to Congress. Secretary WHl- 
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son was successful in securing a special appro- 
priation of $15,000 for the erection of a wire fence 
to inclose 12 square miles of range, mostly moun 
tains, and to erect corrals, sheds and hay barn 
All these improvements are now nearing com- 
pletion. 

All the improvements were planned by Mr. 
Hornaday, and the animals for thé nucleus were 
carefully selected by him. In this later under- 
taking he was assisted by his cousin, William 
H. Hornaday, Department Commander for the G. 
A. R. of Oklahoma, who essisted in picking the 
head of the herd—a 6-year-old bull, which is 
a most docile animal, and has béen ‘hristened by 
the society as “Comanche.” The’ 16 members 
of the herd run in ages from yearling calves to 
the head of the herd. The berd is composed of 
six breeding cows, one big bull, “Comanche,” 
5 years old and master of the herd; one bull 3 1-2 
years old, two bulls anc one cow in third year, 
one bull and one cow in second year and one nair 
of calves, male and female, 6 months old. Four 
different strains of blood are repreBented in the 
herd, and there wil! be no'hihge to fear fo. in- 
breeding. Although the animale ate in fue

condition, the officers of the New York Zoologica! 
Society know that the only sure way by which the 
American bison cen be preserved in full vigo: 
for the next two centuries, or longer, is by estab- 
lishing herds under national and State owner- 
ship on public lands, in ranges so darge and so 
diversified that the animal will be wild and free. 
Under such conditions, Dr. Hornaday declares 
that no !1l cffec’s from inbrecding ever need be 
feared. 

From this tiny nucleus, just large enough, nat- 
uralists say, to es‘:blish normal breeding condi- 
tions, it is hoped o develop a form of half-do- 
mestic animals whose divided aggregations may 
total in a gene:ation or ‘wo a8 many as in days 
of yore. 

There are in the United States today about 1200 
head of buffalo, the majority divided into nine 
herds. Orly 34 wild bua’o ure known to be liv- 
ing iu the confines of the United States, of which 
29 a‘p in the Yellowstone Park.
